Bazan indicated his information

east coast Saturday. Three were 
drowned in the landing, including 
the P anam anian com m ander. 
Bazan said the m ain body of

Dios Monday after an advance of 
35 miles along the coast. He gave 
no details of d am ag e co the town 
or its people, but said National 
Guard troops were patrolling off 
the coast of the area.

Denying that he had any p art 
in an attem pted P an am an ian rev­ 
olution, Castro said that his only 
concern is in the Fuban revolu­ 
tion. 
Earlier this week a sm all in­ 
vasion force landed on the coast 
of Panama.

Johnson Says Appropriation 
To Be Less Than Ike Asks 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — ornate 
D em ocratic 
L eader 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson of T exas today told the 
U.S. C h am b er of Com m erce that 
Congress 
will 
appropriate 
less 
than the 77 billion dollars budget­ 
ed by President Eisenhower for 
the coming fiscal year. 
“ I believe in a balanced budg­ 
et,” Johnson said in an address 
to the 2.000 businessm en at the 
ch am b er's 
47th 
annual 
meeting 
here. 
His 
words 
were 
applauded 
warm ly. When questioned by re ­ 
porters 
later, 
Johnson 
said 
his 
words didn’t m ean he was fore­ 
casting a balanced budget in fiscal 
1960, beginning July I. 
“ We m ay not raise all the mon 
ey 
the 
President 
wants 
us 
to 
raise,” he explained, 
‘but we'll 
appropriate less than he has asked 
us to spend.” 
The budget Eisenhow er sent to 
Congress in January as balanced 
called for an increase In the tax 
on highway fuels and higher postal 
rates. 
Johnson told the cham ber that 
since 1955 Congress has cut every 
presidential budget for a 
crease in appropriations of $10,- 
600.000,000. 
“I predict that this congress will 
be no exception,” he added. 
Johnson said Democrat* and Re­ 
publicans alike have a stake in a 
sound econom y and a 
balanced 
budget—“ a balanced budget is not 
a partisan issue, except 
in the 
headlines.” 
But there is more to blancing 
the budget than just makin" sav­ 
ings, Johnson said. 
“It involves bold and im agina­ 
tive action to increase the wealth 
of A m erica,” he continued. “ It in 
volves prudent steps to release the 
full 
productive 
capacity 
of this 


country—and to convert resources 
now wasted into positive assets. 
“ One of those resources is the 
productive ability of 4 1*j 
mille n 
unemployed men and women.

mention them here specifically be­ 
cause I believe we should use our 
efforts to find them jobs in pri­ 
vate industry, not on a govern­ 
ment dole.

have concluded. 
The conclusions were reported 
today by Dr. Harold C. Urey, a 
Nobel Prize winner on behalf of 
himself and two fellow scientists 
at the University of California, Le 
Jolla. 
Urey told the annual meeting of 
the National Academy of Sciences 
that he and his co-workers have 
concluded there are more lacings 
of iron and nickel in areas ex- 
tending to the north and south 
poles of the moon than in areas 
facing toward and away from the 
earth. 
This concept, said Urey, would 
tend to explain a bulge that is 
known to exist on the surface of 
the moon, figured to range from 
V* to I mile high. 
Urey said the new concept of 
the moon’s internal structure is at 
variance with previous ideas that 
the moon was formed from a mix­ 
ture of very small particles and 
that it later melted down for a 
while and ultimately assumed a 
uniform composition. 
Under th* new idea, th* moon 
grew from “ some tens or hun­ 
dreds of thousands of separate ac­ 
cumulating masses" —- and never 
underwent a melting process.
